Webber said one of the unit's

With the Panama Canal treaty 
coming up for a vote, and neither 
side as yet assured of victory, a 
serious question remains unan- 
swered: 

It's not a question of whether or 
not we should keep the canal or if 
in fact we should force. other 
countries to live up to agreements 
wade- in the past with our 
goverhment. 

It'sa question of representation. 

Obviously, in our neck of the 
woods it appears the majority of 
citizens are against the treaty, 
maintaining that the United States 
built and developed the canal zone 
and should keep i, both- for 
continued efficient operations and 
defensive purposes. 

Even so, both Florida's senators 
have lined up on the side of the 
treaties’ proponents, While Sen. 
Dick Stone said several months 
ago he was opposed to the treaty, 
he has since changed his mind and 
will vote for it. So will Sen. Lawton 
Chiles. 

Both men say their mail is 
heavily in opposition to the trea- 
ties, reflecting, I should think, a 
desire on the. part of their 
constituates for them to vote in 
opposition. 

This then, is the question. When 
you vote for a man for an office, do 
you vote for him on the basis of 
being a representative of the 
wishes of.the people who put him 
into office or do you vote for him as 
being a man most closely believes 
in-the same things аз you? 

And if the latter is the case, how 
do you arrive at the choice you 
must make? .

ment with your own. ` Ў 

I think I would be inclinded to 
vote for Candidate B, even though 
I may not agree with him ‘some of 
the time. At least I'd know where 

he stood. : 

This is what has happened, I 
think, on the Panama Canal issue. 
Some of our senators have deter- 
mined to represent the people that 
have chosen them for office. 
. Others have decided they will vote 
their own minds, seemingly-saying 
the heck with the wishes of the 
folks back home. 

This question is as old as 
Democracy and has yet to be 
settled. That's one of the real 
reasons communication between 
office holders and the people they 
represent is so vital. 

And, sad to say, this communica- 
tion doesn't exist as it should. The 
fault is partly that of the sénator or 
representative and partly that of 

» his constituancy. 

Special interest groups of one 
kind or another constantly beseige 
"our representatives, attempting to 

win, support for their particular 


, issue. If I was a senator, [would © 


soon grow wary of lobbiests telling 
me he is representing the majority 
feeling of the folks back home on 
this or that issue. 


But in many cases, that's the

Backpumping is only the most important issue to come 
down the pike lately and it's good some of the people in the 
area are getting involved. 

Belle Glade Rotarians were interested enough to invite a 
speaker one week who says continued backpumping is essen- 
tial to Glades agriculture and another the following week to 
expound on why certain other people think backpumping is 
ruining the water supply for South Florida. 

Unfortunately, while Florida Sugar Cane League Public Re- 


lations Director Don Walsh gave facts and figures on why - 
-backpumping is essential and why it would be tantamount to a 


destruction of the area's one industry to stop backpumping, 
the stop-the-backpumping forces sent in a third stringer who 
spent most of his time touting a ‘‘plan’’ very few people are 
privy to. 

Апа that-could have the affect of lulling Glades residents 
into believing there is no real problem. There is. 

It’s simple arithmetic. To meet the standards being pro- 
posed by the Department of Environmental.

that’s billion, not million, dollars.

Not 
only'would the farmer be required to take alquarter of his land 
out of production, he would be responsible}for providing labor 
to build the structures required, not te’mention continued 
upkeep. 

And this is when there has been no proof whatever the

Free blood pressure screening

Monday, Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day, March 13, 14, and 15 in the 
arking lot of the old Winn-Dixie 
rmarket on Canal Street in 
Belle Glade. The screening will 
take place from 11 a.m. until 8 
p-m. daily. 

The blood pressure testing will 
alst be available in Canal Point on 
Thursday and Friday, March 16 
and 17, from 9 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
The location will be in the 
Foodway Supermarket parking lot 
on highway 441 in Canal Point. 

The public is encouraged to take 
advantage of this free offer which 
is a community service sponsored 
by the Seventh-day Adventist 
Church. The church, which 
concentrates on health services, is 
offering this service at the request 
of the Florida State Health 
Department and.the Health and 
Rehabilitative Services. 1 

The state health department 
has set the special target area as 
males, ages 24 .to 45. The 
department ‘believes that this 
group has not been adequately

But the commissioners agreed 
with the staff recommendation 
that the city could make no use of 
the 14 acres at the present time 
and declined to purchase it for the 
asking price of $300,000 or lease it 
for a 20-year period at $10,000 per 
year. 

Johnson said he felt that if the 
city didn't need it now, it would 
need it sometime in the future.

He said approximately 280,000 
*acre-feet. of water per year is 
backpumped into the lake and 


instead of backpumping, the Hart- 


well plan calls for this water to be 
used to establish a sheet flow of 
water over the Holey Lands and 
Rotenberger Tracts. 

Several backpumping structures 
would have to be built, he said, but. 
the plan is "acceptable and work- 
able" and is the only alternative to 
backpumping. 

Bell said the Hartwell plan could 
be initiated within a year and that 
after the water flowed in a shéet 
over Rotenberger and the Holey 
Lands, it would be cleaned and 
stored in the conservation areas to 
the south. 

Much. of the water, he said, 
would soak inta the ground and 
prevent salt.water intrusion. 
The plan' would also call for the 
closing Off of the St. Lucie, and 
Caloosahatchee Waterways, re- 
taining around a million acre feet 
of water that now flows to the sea.

This year, an order was handed 
down: by the Department of 
Environmental Regulation deny- 
ing the South -Florida Water 
Management District from back- 
pumping waters into Lake Okee- 
chobee. 

A temporary permit to back- 
pimp has now been issued, said 
Walsh, but thus is contingent upon 
several other factors,'the most 
important being a proposed change 
in the water quality rules under 
the Federal 208 program. 

"In all fairness," he said, "the 
state is feeling the pressure of the 
federal government to achieve 
optimium water quality and to 
make bodies swimmable and fish- 
able.” 

Added to that is another suit, 
filed by an individual in Dade 
County against the DER, to 
further improve the water quality 
in Florida. 

Still another factor, said Walsh, 
is a power play between the FCD 
and the DER as to who, will 
manage water resources on South 
Florida. 

Backpumping is a complex issue 
whose borders overlap into other 
fields and cross the boundries of 
federál. state, district, and local 
governments. 

Ifthe water quality rules change 
is successful, said Walsh, Lake 
Okeechobee would become an 
outstanding national water re- 
‘source which would mean agricul- 
ture would not be allowed to pump 
"agriculturally-classed' waters 
(Class IV) into water designated 
for recreation, such as Lake 
Okeechobee (Class III). It would 
also mean water would have to be 
retained on the property owner's 
land. 

On top of that, said Walsh, the 
City of Clewiston is generally 
believed to have kept the most 
accurate records in the area on 
obtaining drinking water from the 
lake. Clewiston has not changed its 
chemical treatment of its drinking 
water. in the past,ten years, 
indigating the water has not 
changed. 

Likewise, he noted, the FCD 
says the water quality of the lake 
has not changed in the past five 
years despite backpumping. 

And if Lake Okeechobee is 
declared a national water resource,
